Jumping feet first into the new dec- 
ade, the students and teachers en- 
tered the halls of PHHS. The multiple 
failures of the millage meant the ad- 
ministration was forced to begin the 
year feat first, to meet the challenge 
of a stomped budget. Several new 
teachers and administrators were in- 
troduced this year. Mr. Wollen came 
this year from Central Intermediate 
School to take the place of Mrs. Trapp 
who started this year at Central. 

Principal Dr. Crosby, another new 
addition to the school’s administration 
during the 1980’s said that many 
changes will take place in the 1990’s. 
In a few years, PH’s student popula- 
tion may be up 300 students to about 
2000. Dr. Crosby wants to enlarge the 



cafeteria, and media center, give the 
band and choir bigger and better facili- 
ties, add six more classrooms as well 
as two science labs. 

Several programs have been de- 
layed by the millage failures. The lock- 
ers all have to get new doors with built 
in locks, and soccer has been suggest- 
ed as an addition to the sports pro- 
gram. 

Dr. Crosby is happy with the 
changes that have taken place in the 
PHHS program. “The ’80’s have 
brought high schools to examine the 
curriculum that is basic for students to 
have for college or employment and 
away from classes we might call 
‘frills’.” 

1989 said farewell to several teach- 


ers and classes. Mrs. Hammill and 
Mrs. Landon, English instructors were 
two of the teachers we bid a farewell 
to. Mr. Pearson, who taught Industrial 
Arts retired last year. Many AP class- 
es as well as third and fourth year for- 
eign languages were cut. Psychology 
teacher Mrs. Benedict moved to 
Northern. 

With the changes in the curriculum 
and staffing, the feat was one of ad- 
justment. Physical changes in the 
building included connecting the An- 
nex to the rest of the building.

Quiz Bowl is an orga- 
nization that tests stu- 
dents’ knowledge of the 
world around them. 
Things tested on are 
English, math, and 
science. 

Two groups of four 
students were given 
buzzers to use to an- 
swer a particular ques- 
tion. The group is pit- 
ted against rival schools 
such as Northern or 
Marysville. When the 


team is ready to begin, 
a judge reads a toss up. 
If a student thinks he 
or she knows the an- 
swer, he zaps his buzzer 
before his opponents 
can. The judge then 
asks the player to give 
his solutuion. If the an- 
swer is correct the play- 
er earns 10 points to 
the team’s score.

“The purpose of the Congres- 
sional Student Drug Hearing is to 
discuss and understand the im- 
pact of drug abuse on our youth. 
In the War on Drugs, Students 
are the first victims and most 
courageous heroes. Any serious 
attempt to effectively deal with 
the menace of drugs in our com- 
munity must begin by recognizing 
the important role students have 
in its solution.”

Some common ones 
were hard board, pine board, wall 
boards, and small board. Some 
“hands on” examples would be to 
build a figure out of clay and tooth- 
picks and make it strong enough to 
hold two pounds of nails.

BAD WATER. SNOW, ICE

February 14 was cancelled because a 
faulty valve at the Water Filtration 
Plant did not open properly. At 6 AM, 
classes were cancelled for health rea- 
sons. At about 7 AM the same morn- 
ing, (February 14), the water was turned 
back on. Despite the inconveniences, 
most PH students found something to 
celebrate that Valentine’s Day without 
the help of their classes or teachers. 

Authorities at the plant felt that there 
may have been bacterial contamination, 
so 35,000 households and other loca- 
tions in Port Huron, Kimball Town- 
ship, and Fort Gratiot Township had to 
boil water before drinking it. Many 
food services were affected because 
their ice machines were connected to 
city water lines. 


After having no water on Valentine’s 
Day, students awoke to a true winter 
scene. Snow had fallen during the night of 
February 1 5 and was still coming down as 
people got ready for school and work. 

Doors with an eastern exposure had to 
be forced open. Driveways had to be shov- 
eled. Car windows had to be scraped. Still 
the snow kept falling. School cancellations 
hit the air waves, but Port Huron schools 
were not among them until almost 7 AM. 
To the disappointment of all PHHS stu- 
dents, this was the second day with no 
classes. There was always tomorrow . . . 


Friday February 16th was the third 
day off of school. It was snowing that 
night, and it all froze and became 
ice. Would students wait to find out 
if they were to be isolated from their 
favorite classes? No! The disappoint- 
ment came at 5 AM to the early ris- 
ers that school would be cancelled 
for the third heartbreaking day in a 
row. 

Although it stopped snowing about 
1 1 AM. the roads were still icy and 
dangerous. Having a 5 day weekend 
is something that does not happen a 
lot, but something that students, 
well, just had to deal with.
